Greater Profits 


If Good Crops are Expected Good 


The quality. of the seed grain 
sown on the farm next spring will 
depend upon the farmer himself. This 
is a matter which is entirely in his 
own hands. If good crops are to be 
expected, good seed must be sown. 
The farmer should prepare the 
sced now for the spring sowing. Dur- 
ing the winter months, when other 
farm’ work is not pressing, is the best 
time’ to clean the grain for secd, The 
best grain sown on the farm should 
be used and it should be put through 
the fanning mill two or three times 
at least, or until all of the light or 
shrunken grain and the weed seeds 
ere removed, There is a distinct loss 
in’ sowing weak seed and it is muc 
oe P \ 
shrunken and weak grain and fced it 
than to sow it and lose it, It is also 
essential that weed seeds be not sown 
if weed growth is to be prevented. 

The incrase in total yield is prac- 
tically all profit. A crop of wheat 
from ordinary seed may yield 25 
bashels per acre, and cost 20 bushels 
8 acre to produce, leaving five 

ushels per acre as net profit. If, by 
sowing well cleaned seed, the yicld is

“For example, Corporal Jones, 
wounded.at Ypres, and suffering 
froi shell shock, is sent down to the 
nearest dressing station. He is trans- 
ferred to a base hospital, and from 
thence, being seriously hurt, to a 
hospital in England. In three months 
he is convalescent. He will never be 
fit for the trenches again. Weak, 
shaken, and a little lame, he also has 
tuberculosis, But the time has come 
when Canada claims this son of hers, 
and he is very ready to cross. the 
scas to her. 

“And so he is examined by a medi- 
cal board; a careful report of his 
case and condition is made, a copy 
of which is sent, with the soldier, to 
Quebec. Having cnlisted with a 
Montreal battalion, Corp. Jones is 
passed on to that city, and next ap- 
pears before the Military Medical 
Board there. He is recommended 
for six months’ ‘treatment at the 
Laurentide Inn, Ste. Agathe,
